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Dear Sir: 

In the paper, dated February 12, 2003, response to which is due March 14, 
2003, Applicants are required to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution 
on the merits if no generic claim is finally held allowable. 

Examiner indicates that "...a method of treating cancer by treating a patient 
with a vesicant anticancer agent " is generic. To be precise, the generic claim is 
directed to a method of treating cancer using a vesicant anticancer agent where 
the active agent is administered to the patient via pulmonary drug delivery; i.e., 
the drug is administered by inhalation to the lung of the patient. 

I. The Election 

Applicants hereby elect dactinomycin (an alkylating agent) as the single 
disclosed species.
